As attorney for the citizens and 
tax payers of Dixon township, John 
Devine served notice this morning on 
the commissioners of highways that 
unless they proceed to advertise for 
bids of the improvement of the Dixon 
and Grand Detour road that a man­ 
damus proceeding will be instituted. 
In other words the commissioners 
will be compelled 
to advertise for 
bids. 
When seen this morning by a repre 
sentative of T he T elegraph , At­ 
torney Devine made the following 
statement: 
ATTORNEY DEV INE’S STATEMENT. 
Approximately the sum of $8000 has 
been raised by taxation for the im­ 
provement of the Grand Detour and 
Daysville roads. 
This amount has 
been in the hands of Mr. Ball, the 
treasurer of the commissioners, since 
last April 
It is drawing no interest 
for th? township, and it is certain 
that the pubuc is deriving no benefit 
from it at present and will not until 
the improvements are made. 
The 
question naturally arises*. 
Why 
is 
the work being delayed? Some who 
have made inquiry of tbe commis­ 
sioners have been informed that t he 
work can not be legally done after 
September first. It is true that there 
is a statutory provision which pro­ 
vides that “ Grading shall be done be­ 
fore the first of September in each 
year,” but this section is not in the 
“ Hard Road A ct” and affords no ex­ 
cuse for the delay. 
If it could be 
urged as an excuse, why did the com­ 
missioners not have the work done 
before September first? 
Another reason suggested for the 
delay is that the Grand Detour road 
must be completed before work can 
be commenced on the Daysville road 
aad both roads can not be built this 
s ? ason. If this be so, then it can be 
fa;rly asked, why was the work not 
let in time that both roads might be 
finished? 
This, however, is not a 
legitimate excuse for the delay. The 
hard road act provides that “ the com­ 
missioners may employ a surveyor to 
make plans, specifications and esti­ 
mates of the work.” The commis­ 
sioners have had a competent surveyor 
workiDg on the Grand Detour road 
and no doubt he has made an esti­ 
mate of the cost of the proposed im­ 
provement on that road, The amount 
of his estimate can be set aside and 
the balance expended on the Days­ 
ville road. The law requires the work 
to be let in sections aDd if it is let to 
different bidders it can be easily com­ 
pleted this season, or if let to one bid­ 
der without unnecessary delay both 
roads could probably be oompleted 
this fall. In any event if one of the 
roads is improved the public will be 
benefited to that extent. If the com­ 
missioners will endeavor to built the 
roads as it is their duty to do, instead 
of tr y in g to evade their duty by re­ 
sorting to unimportant technics ities, 
the interests of the public will be bet­ 
tor conserved. 
It is up to the commissioners to 
show their hand.
